Historical Sketch..

?» the spring of ihe 


year 1757 three ad- 
ventmons young 
men, 
named Whit- 


ney, Heald and 
Reed, set off from 
their homes in the 
town of Dunsta- 


setts, on a hunt- 
ing and trapping 
tup to the An- 
droscoggiu Kiver 
in Maine—n river 
and a tract of coun- 
try ^hich, at that 
early date, very 
few u hite men had 
ever visited. . It 
It was the period 
of the French and 
Indian War, and 
the Indians were 


hostile. The entire eonntiy was cov- 
ered with forest, and so little was 
known of the geography of Maine that 
the Asdroscoggin was then supposed 
to be in Canada. 


Trapping was the announced object 


of the trip, but in reality these bold 
youngsters had hopes of securing 
larger game than otter or bear. 
The 


colonial government was then offering 
an almost princely bounty on Indian 
scalps. An Indian's scalp was worth 
what, in the currency of to-day, would 
be very near a thousand dollars. 


On the other hand, the French had 


offered large rewards to the savages 
for the scalps of New England settlers, 
and skulking Indians lay in wait in 
the outskirts of every settlement with 
tomahawk and scalping-hnife, sparing 
neither age. sex nor condition. 


It was the hope of securing these 


large bounties which sent Lovewell 
and hm baud of rangers to tl>e upper 
Saco waters—au expedition which ter- 
minated in that famous battle in the 
forest, which so many pens have cele- 
brated aud sung. The plain, prosaic 
facts of that expedition are that Love- 
•vvell and his men were in quest of In- 
dian scalps at a thousand dollars 
apiece. 


Not rnneh otherwise was it with 


young Whitney, Heald and Eeed of 
our present narrative; yet they must 
not be judged too harshly. Their mo- 
tives were in accord with the moral 
code of those days—a code in which 
there was "no good Indian but a dead 
Indian." 


After a stealthy tramp of more than 


a week, these three trappers came to 
the great river, and finally built a. 
camp on tho shores of a beautiful 
pond, now called Whitney's Pond, and 
situated in the present town of Can- 
ton, Maine—the outlet of which, a 
deep, rapid stream, flows down into 
the Androseoggm. About the pond 
were abundant signb of game, and here 
they set traps and hunted for moose, 
keeping a watchfal eye out for the 
valuable red man 


,Tnst how many days 01 weeks they 


continued here aud weie thus ,, em- 
ployed, tradition does not make clear; 
but one evening near the middle of the 
month of May, as the three were going 
down the brook to examine other traps, 
they espied the twiukle of a camp-fire 
oa the "bank of the Amlroicoggin. 
Cautiously creeping neater, they dis- 
covered two birch canoes drawn up on 
the shore. It was an Indian encamp- 
ment. 


Not far oelow this spot, in a bend 


of the Androscoggia, was au Indian 
burying ground, and it is surmised 
that the Indian party had come down 
to bury one o£ their dead. 
It could 


hardly have been a T\ar party, foi 
there were two squaws with the Indi- 
ans. 
Of this the young rangers were 


not aware, and a whispered consulta- 
tion at once ensued as to how they 
might best surprise the redskins. 


Heald was in favor of an immediate 


attack, bnt Keed aud Whitney be- 
lieved it safer to wait till dawn of the 
next morning, when they might steal 
upon the little encampment, with a 
good prospect of finding the savages 
sound asleep. 


This plan was adopted, and the 


three Jninters stole softiy uuuk through 
th« woods to their own camp, -where 
they passed the hours of darkness in 
eager anticipation of tho bounties 


Tho first faint streaks of dawn had 


scarcely begun to light up the sombre 
forest before they weie on their way 
through tho thick growth on the inter- 
vales which skirt the river, and steal- 
ing upon the Indian encampment. 
They missed their course, however, 
anil lost some time in finding tho place 
—having to rotmn for n mile or more 
down the river bank. 
It is prolnblr 


or sighted them, for -when at length 
they discovered the canoes and were 
creeping through the undergrowth to 
get closer to the sleepingplaee of their 
foes, three Indians suddenly rose from 
the bushes a few yards in front of 
them, and fired before the white youths 
had time to cock their guns. 


Eeed dropped dead at the discharge, 


aud Whitney also went down Tvith a 
feavful bullet wouuu through the 
thigh, which broke the bone; but 
Heald, who was a step or two in the 
rear, escaped the ball aimed at him, 
aud presenting his mnsket, shot down 
the foremost of the savages, who fell 
dead not ten feet from where Eeed 
lay. 


Heald had scarcely fired when the 


two remaining Indians dropped their 
guns, and snatching their tomahawks 
sprang toward him, each with a hide- 
ous shout of fury. He ran foi his life, 
and they gave chase along the bank of 
the river. 


Whitney thus escaped the immedi- 


ate attention of the redskins, and for 
some moments lay weltering in his 
own blood and rolling about in an 
agony of pain on the grCTis-3. At last 
he so far regained his self-control as 
to be able to tear strips from hi* cloth- 
ing and bind them tightly aronnd hia 
thigh 
This stanched the flow of 


blood, and he presently started to 
crawl away among the trees; bnt now 
he bethought himself to scalp the In- 
dian whom Heald had shot, and had 
turned to do so •when a crackling of 
the bnsh not far away drew his atten- 
tion. It was caused by the two tjquaws, 
who had come forward from their 
camp to see what 
had occurred. 


Seizing his gun, Whitney pointed it 
at them, when^they fled away, shriek- 
ing, 
He then crept away himself, 


and although faint froin loss of blood 
and in great pain, he continued to

lu an instant the tupple woodsuiaa 


was on his feet and rtu again, tui'l 
while the savages were searching for 
their tomahawks, lie disappeared from 
their sight aruuud tiie base of • 
wooded knoll, and gaining a oovert, 
reloaded his gnu. 
They heard him 


rain down die charge, and having 
picked up their tomahawks stole to- 
ward him through a dense grove of 
bushes; bat catching sight of him in 
the act of primiug hie piece and bear- 
ing the gnu-lock click, they in turn 
wheeled about and ran — baring al- 
ready seen fatal proof of the accuracy 
of his shooting. 


Taking immediate 
advantage of 


their fears, Heald slipped away and 
set off with all speed southward, 
traveling alone for many days through 
the forest, supplying himself with 
game as he went on. At night he lay 
down, without shelter, in the lonely 


j woods; and as days passed he became 
much worn from exposure, exhaustion 
and fcuxiety for his wounded com- 
panion, -whom be had last seen lying 
helpless and writhing with pain on 
the ground. 


His motive now was to get home, 


raise a party and return in search of 
Whitney. Once he was nearly drowned 
while trying to cross a river upon a 
hastily improvised »aft.

How many days he wandered in the 


forest IE not known ; bat at last he 
reached Dnnsiable, aud upon relating 
his sad story, fifteen young men 
volunteered to «o back with him iu
